istence, as well as that of Geno's,

Thougly it has been 25 years since, I re-
call to-day every incident as freshly as if it
had all oceurred last week., The scens on the
little poreh, when I bid Mrs, Wells and Sue
good by in the presence of the oilicer, The
events will never, never be forgotten. Geno,
trembling with suppressed emotion, too timid
and bashful, almost afruid to trust herself to
say farewell in the presence of the gronp,
stood by the door. When I turned to her as the
lust to whom I would give the parting word,

hroke down, covered her face with her handker-
chief to hide her tears and embarrassment. |
took the handkerchief from her oyes, put it in
my pocket, and it 15 in my possession to-day.

sat on my horse hour after hour whie 1
gazed lovingly over to this side. The Lacy
House, or Chathaw, is now the howe of a
wealthy Pennsylvania geptieman, Mr, Watson,
who hus made quite a paradise of the old place.
A soldier can scurcely realize now that those
bright, green hiils, now eovered with Howers
and trees, were once bristling with & hundred

I arrived here from Richimond on an after-
noon train, as I desired to puss in daytime
throngh Hanover and the conntry over which
1 rode toward Richmond oun the bare-back
horse in Avgust, 1861, and also had the eircus
ride in the Summer of 1862, coming awny from
Richwoud, The fare (rom Richmond to Ered-
ericksburg is but $2.05, the distance about 60

The sceommoddations ut the Exchange Hotel
are really first class tor $§2 per day, equal, per-
hups, to that for which $3.50 and $1 is charged
in Washington. The livery hbire is just oue-
balf that demanded by the Washington hack-
drivers, while it goes without saying that
there is more of interest to all old soldiers here
than may be found i any 10 miles square in
any other portion of the United States.
